He’s planning a big show 


Restraints complicate bargaining 


Robbie Dunn (Athletics) is determined that 
UVic will have its best foot forward when it 
hosts the 1982 Canadian Intercollegiate 
Athletic Union (CIAU) basketball finals 
March 18 to 20. 

Dunn, chairman of the organizing com¬ 
mittee for the championships, has moved 
them to Memorial Arena in downtown Vic¬ 
toria to accommodate the expected number 
of fans. He has introduced a series of firsts 
for such an event including a professional 
basketball floor, a computer, and a pack¬ 
age of passes to supplement single game 
tickets. 

As part of the showcase, a $400,000 floor 
is being brought from the Seattle Centre. 
“It will take two flat deck trucks and a lot of 
manhandling to get it into place. Moving 
the standards may be the really difficult 
part. In any case we plan to have it set up 
for the teams to practice on the afternoon of 
the seventeenth/’ says Dunn. 

The Canada Awards Banquet, an 
important part of the championships, will 
be held in the Empress Hotel on the even¬ 
ing of the seventeenth. Five All-Canadian 
players, the outstanding player of the year, 
and the coach of the year will be named at 
the banquet. Dr. Martin Cnllis (PE), UVic’s 
singing fitness expert, will provide the 
entertainment. 

In addition to single game tickets, there 
will be two types of tournament passes, a 
VIP Package and a Booster Package. “We 
expect to sell 500 of these tournament 
passes,” explains Dunn. “We have sold 275 
already and the mailings are just going out 
to the 3,500 members of the B.C. Basketball 
Association. 

“There will be a special cheering area 


for UVic students in Sections 21 and 22 of 
the arena. Everyone in these sections will 
be given free cheer shakers. 

“The final game of the tournament will 
take place March 20 at noon. The noon 
start is necessary because the game will be 
broadcast live on CTV and they have to hit 
the 3 p.m. market in the East.” 

Datatech is providing a computer for 
continuous statistical analysis during all 
games. 

UVic is insured a place in the tourna¬ 
ment either as winner of the Canada West 
Conference or, in the unlikely event that 
does not happen, as the hosts of the cham¬ 
pionships. In addition there will be the 
winners of the five other Canadian confer¬ 
ences plus a wild card selection which will 
be the best team in the country that has not 
won a conference title. The best teams are 
picked on a regular basis by a national 
panel. 

Dunn is one of the factors behind the 
new high profile of basketball at UVic. He 
has combined skills learned as sales man¬ 
ager at radio station C JVI and a belief that 
everyone benefits from fan support to 
dramatically increase attendance at bas¬ 
ketball games. 

Dunn, as Athletic Coordinator, is 
responsible for the organization and 
administration of all the UVic teams. “We 
have 13 teams that compete against other 
universities. Most of my job is actually jug¬ 
gling facilities and making sure that the 
coaches have the time to develop their ath¬ 
letes to the highest possible level without 
having to worry about administrative 
details. 


Restraint guidelines on public spending 
announced Feb. 18 by Premier Bill Bennett 
will make collective bargaining less mean¬ 
ingful, but “does not negate the process”, 
says UVic Faculty Association President 
Dr. Gerald Poulton (Chemistry). 

“The decision certainly does not change 
the association’s stance on binding arbi¬ 
tration,” added Poulton. “We will continue 
to press the Board of Governors for a frame¬ 
work agreement to include binding 
arbitration.” 

Bennett’s financial restraint program 
places a 12-per-cent upper limit on expendi¬ 
tures in 1982-83 and will apply to all public 
bodies including universities. 

The program also sets limits on 
increases in wages to public employees at 
10 per cent for 1982-83, plus or minus two 
per cent with an additional two per cent 
available to reward “increases in 
productivity”. 

Poulton said the association would 
attempt to make a case for at least a 14 per 
cent increase in salaries in 1982-83. “Of 
course we would have to persuade the uni¬ 
versity and then to persuade the man (Ed 
Peck) appointed by the government to 
administer the new program, that our case 
is justified.” 

Historically, salaries of UVic faculty 
members has been close to that of faculty 
members at the University of British 
Columbia and Simon Fraser University, 
said Poulton. 

“After last year’s settlements we’re 
about $4,000 behind UBC, on average, at 
each rank of faculty. We lost five per cent to 
UBC faculty in 1981-82 and were hoping to 
gain some of that back in the coming year. 

“Our case is justified but I don’t know if 
we’ll be allowed to make it.” 

Several factors complicate the associa¬ 


tion’s catch-up attempt on salaries. 

Two CUPE locals at UVic will receive a 
15-per-cent wage hike during the coming 
year because they are in the second year of 
a two-year contract and are not effected in 
1982-83 by the wage guidelines. 

If the upper limit on expenditures of 12 
per cent applies to the entire UVic operat¬ 
ing budget, inflation and increasing enrol¬ 
ment will make 1982-83 an extremely tight 
budget year, said Poulton. 

UVic officials will probably not know 
the amount of the provincial operating 
grant for 1982-83 until May. Because the 
funding formula for dividing provincial 
funds among the three universities is to be 
changed for 1982-83, “the university will 
not even be able to make a guess as to what 
sort of increase UVic will be getting until 
some decision is reached on how the money 
is to be distributed,” added Poulton. 

Poulton said the association and univer¬ 
sity don’t usually get into bargaining until 
April because the UVic administration 
likes to have some idea ofthe budget before 
discussing wages. 

“I don’t think the salary question will be 
settled before July 1,” he said. “My hope is 
that the association and the university can 
bargain in good faith, reach an amicable 
decision and then let Peck decide if it’s 
justified.” 

Poulton and UVic President Dr. How¬ 
ard Petch meet again today to discuss the 
thorny issue of an agreement covering 
binding arbitration. “I expect we’ll also 
talk about the financial restraint pro¬ 
gram,” said Poulton. 

He said the binding arbitration issue is 
on the agenda of a March 5 general meet¬ 
ing of the association and predicted that it 
would be the subject of a “long discussion” 
among association members. 


Students to decide Martlet fate 

Students will be asked to decide whether or not they want a radio station, 
independent student newspaper and a $5 increase in Alma Mater Society 
(AMS) fees for athletics, in three special referendums on the ballot for the 
annual AMS elections March 16 and 17. 

Students will also elect 15 directors and four executive members to the 
AMS Board of Directors in the election. Nominations in the elections close 
March 5. 

The wording of the question regarding autonomy for the student news¬ 
paper the Martlet, was still to be determined earlier this week. A committee of 
the Board of Directors was attempting to frame a question asking students if 
they are willing to contribute additional funds for the establishment of an 
independent newspaper. 

Students will be asked, “are you willing to allocate $3 of your current 
activity fee towards the establishment and maintenance of a student radio 
station?” The current activity fee is $28. 

They will be asked if they are in favor of increasing the Athletics and 
Recreation fee from $15 to $20. The fee is contributed towards the cost ofthe 
Athletics and Recreation program including athletic clubs, extramural 
teams, intramural teams and a variety of instructional courses. The univer¬ 
sity has matched student contributions on a two-for-one basis in the past, but 
budgeting problems may necessitate a change in the present arrangements. 

To be elected are 15 directors, the AMS president and three vice-presidents. 
Candidates for the AMS Board of Directors as well as student candidates for 
11 Senate and two Board of Governors (BOG) seats will present their plat¬ 
forms at an all-candidates meeting March 9 at 12:30 p.m. in the Student 
Union Building. 

Nominations in the Senate and BOG elections close March 3.

Meet the 
Chancellor 



Ian McTaggart Cowan has been honored internationally as a conservationist and served on provincial, national and 
international organizations concerned with environmental issues. During a recent interview, he provided some in¬ 
sights into several of these current issues. 


On Local Environmental Problems 

“The main environmental problem in this 
area is marine pollution from sewage. We look 
the other way because it is so expensive to fix 
but it is only going to get worse as more people 
move into the area. It is not yet destroying 
animals in the sea but it is wrecking the 
beaches and making the shellfish inedible.” 

On Resource Management 

“Forestry is in serious problems because the 
forests have been overcut. The problem is that 
we want more and more money from our resour¬ 
ces. The same thing happens in the salmon 
industry, where there is a surplus of killing 
power, too many nets after too few fish. Log¬ 
ging practices have also had a very detrimental 
effect on fish stocks.” 

On Vancouver Island Wolves 

“In the 1920s there were supposedly no 
wolves on Vancouver Island. In the 1940s there 
were wolves all over the island. Then they dis¬ 
appeared. In the last four or five years they 
have increased again. I won't be very surprised 
to see another sharp decline in the next few 
years even if we do nothing. ” 


On Hunting 

“I fish and hunt. I see no contradictions 
between this and my stand on conservation. At 
present I only have time for one hunting trip a 
year. I get one deer and we eat the whole thing. ” 

On Trophy Hunting 

“Hunting just for the meat is a stone-age 
attitude toward the sport. Unfortunately this 
attitude is common in North America and par¬ 
ticularly in Canada. Coals of fire are heaped on 
your head if you are a trophy hunter because 
you are not bringing back any meat. 

“I believe the highest objective of hunting 
should be outdoor recreation with a focus. If you 
want to get the most out of it, then you should 
make the rules as difficult for yourself as possi¬ 
ble. You don't hunt just anything. You go for the 
best. The trophy hunter can make the absolute 
maximum from the hunt. He can have glorious 
fun pursuing a goal he may never get in his 
lifetime. 

“In many species such as the sheep, the 
trophy animal is quite old. He has already put 
his genes into the system. This may not hold for 
antlered animals like the deer. You can't gener¬ 
alize in every situation. ” 


UVic Chancellor Dr. Ian McTaggart Cowan believes 
that the academic and business worlds place a high 
priority on those willing to “flog their adrenal glands” or 
drive themselves to achieve success. 

Cowan has driven himself and in the process became 
an internationally known and honored zoologist, educa¬ 
tor and conservationist. 

After a distinguished 36-year academic career at the 
University of British Columbia, in 1976 Cowan reached 
mandatory retirement age. He had no intention of retir¬ 
ing, however. 

“One should not sit down and be quiet,” he says. “I 
am keenly interested in participating and contributing.” 

Instead of retiring, he expanded Kis involvement in 
education and conservation organizations after leaving 
UBC. Among several new undertakings, he was asked to 
become chancellor of UVic in 1979 and is currently in the 
first year of a second three-year term as chancellor. 

Cowan is also chairman of the Academic Council, the 
crown corporation set up by the provincial government 
to provide guidance and funding for colleges and other 
provincial educational institutes. “We handle all the 
academic programs and 95 per cent of the technologies 
for community colleges,” he explains. 

Cowan is chairman of the Habitat Development Com¬ 
mittee for the provincial Ministry of the Environment. 
He is also chairman of the federal advisory committee on 
whales and whaling, and on the Board of Directors of “a 
few things like the Second Century Fund”. 

The university remains Cowan’s first love however. 
“I find it to be a fascinating place,” he says. “You are 
constantly dealing with the forefront of knowledge and 
with very bright people, both students and faculty.” 

Much of Cowan’s involvement in committees and in 
the community is the result of his reputation as a knowl¬ 
edgeable conservationist. “My interest in conservation 
came naturally as I have always observed and recorded 
nature. 

“Little by little you get drawn into looking at the 
things that influence the creatures you are interested in. 
You then want to know how to go about improving the 
way man and nature interact and all of a sudden you are 
a conservationist.” 

As a zoologist, Cowan is particularly interested in 
large mammals. During his later years at UBC, he 
worked with graduate students to explore the methods, 
short of starvation, that large carnivorous animals use 
to control their own population. 

His studies of wolves in Alaska, bears' in Montana 
and lions in Africa are the stuff that young biologists 
dream of. 

They are also the studies that served to put the whole 
question of the role of predators in a new framework. 
Cowan found that predators will not usually increase in 
numbers until they wipe out all other game but rather 
will develop some mechanism for controlling their own 
populations. 0 

“For instance, the wolves we studied in Alaska had a 
very tight pack organization,” says Cowan. “The pack 
always had only one litter per year. Only the master 
male and female mated. When the population became 
too high, some of the younger males took off. They proba¬ 
bly didn’t survive. Learning to be a good predator is very 
difficult.” 

The chancellor’s position at a university is a strange 
one according to Cowan. “It is really an honorary, 
almost ceremonial position. I am de facto chairman of 
university ceremonies that are associated with gradua¬ 
tion and awards. The most important of these is 
Convocation. 

“The chancellor grants degrees but in so doing is 
acting for the faculty. I am not at liberty to grant a 
degree to someone because I think it would be nice.” 

Cowan feels ceremonies are “an important part of our 
lives. The response I get during the ceremonies is very 
heartwarming. Students enjoy them and say their lives 
are enriched by them.” 


As chancellor, Cowan is a member of Senate, the 
Board of Governors (BOG) and all the standing commit¬ 
tees of the BOG. “I have always been associated with the 
academic side of a university and now find it fascinating 
to see the operational side.” 

Cowan also enjoys the contact with students and 
faculty that his position gives him. “I see a surprising 
numberof students in an academic context. They come 
to see me about projects they are working on.” 

Being first and foremost a scientist, Cowan spends a 
great deal of his time reading the literature in his fields, 
making notes and writing. 

He is now working on a four-volume atlas of verte¬ 


brates with a couple of the biologists from the Provincial 
Museum, the same museum where Cowan first began his 
work with mammals after obtaining his Ph.D. from Ber¬ 
keley in the late 1930s. 

After an academic career that included 12 years as 
Dean of Graduate Studies and 24 years in the Zoology 
Department at UBC, Cowan is convinced that “to build a 
reputation at a university, you have to achieve, you have 
to earn the respect of your peers. There is no other way.” 

At 70 years of age, Cowan still flogs the adrenal 
glands, getting up a 5:30 a.m., going for a run, then 
working many evenings until 10 p.m.

The Gale Cup is an Appellate Moot Com¬ 
petition which is held in Toronto. The com¬ 
petition is named after a former Chief 
J ustice of the Ontario Court of Appeal. Stu¬ 
dents representing the Faculty in this com¬ 
petition are Tony Borzoni, Garrett 
Fitzgerald, Alan Hincks and Shirley Peder¬ 
son. The competition begins Feb. 26. 

The question which will be argued is 
whether the police must divulge to a Royal 
Commission the names of medical person¬ 
nel who have provided the R.C.M.P. with 
health care information. Prof. Don Cass- 
well is coaching this moot team. 

The Western Canada Mock Trial Com¬ 
petition will be held in Edmonton Feb. 26 
and 27. UVic has won this competition 
twice in recent years. This year’s team con¬ 
sists of Bill Murphy-Dyson and Tim Lea- 
dem. The mock trials, which involve 
criminal charges, will be presided over by a 
judge of the Alberta Supreme Court. Prof. 
Larry Fast is coaching this team. 

The Jessup International Law Moot 
Court Competition is a world-wide competi¬ 
tion. The Canadian regional competition is 
being held this year at the University of 
Windsor March 4 to 6. The winner of the 
Canadian region will proceed to the world 
competition which will be held in W ashing- 
ton, D.C. in April. UVic will be represented 
by Richard Buchan, David Lyon and Rob 
McDonell. This year’s case deals with the 
international legal ramifications of a mass 
refugee situation such as occurred with the

anese drum music, once considered sacred, 
which has evolved from a village folk art to 
a sophisticated synthesis of rhythm, har¬ 
mony and body movement, combining 
western jazz with traditional Japanese 
melodies.

Cinecenta’s final presentation in its 
Japanese series is The Island. The best 
known work of director Kaneto Shindo, the 
film is a semi-documentary without dia¬ 
logue that “describes a way of life that 
needs no rationale, that is its own purpose” 
March 7 at 1:30. 

“The Japanese Canadians 1877-1977”, 
a photographic history spanning the first 
100 years of Japanese immigration to Can¬ 
ada, has been described by Daniel Gal¬ 
lagher of the B.C. Provincial Museum as 
“the best exhibit of its kind I have ever 
seen” with “almost poetic” text accompan¬ 
ying the photography. The display, created 
by the Japanese Canadian Centennial Pro¬ 
ject, was first shown in May 1977 at the 
Museum of Man in Ottawa, and subse¬ 
quently travelled throughout Canada. A 
duplicate showing sponsored by a Japa¬ 
nese newspapers opened three days later in 
Osaka, Japan, with 3,000 visitors attend¬ 
ing the first day. 

Focus on Japan is organized by The 
Centre for Pacific and Oriental Studies Stu¬ 
dent Association in cooperation with the 
AMS, Student and Ancillary Services, the 
Consulate-General of Japan in Vancouver, 
the Japanese Cultural Society of Van¬ 
couver, The Canadian Institute of Interna¬ 
tional Affairs Victoria Branch, and the 
Victoria United Nations Association.

Chemist 

unravels problem 

Sir: 

I think the following piece of research I have 
carried out will be of practical interest to your 
other readers. For years, I have been complain¬ 
ing (informally) to Buildings and Grounds 
about 

i) the extreme thinness of toilet paper in the 
Elliott Building. 

ii) the extreme tightness of the toilet roll 
holders which prevent more than 2 V 2 
sheets being torn off. 

Having received no results, I have painstakingly 
discovered that this problem may be corrected 
whilst the cubicles are put to their normal use. 
This procedure is described in the experimen¬ 
tal section below. I have found that it is now 
possible to run off 10-15 sheets easily and thus 
counteract their thinness. 

I suspect that this solution is appropriate for 
many other buildings on campus. 

Experimental Procedure for Standard Double

middle of each double roll holder sharply 
by pulling on its center such that the free 
end goes into the center space. (If you pull 
the wrong way you increase the tension!) 

iv) Replace roll and move side arm back into 
place. 

v) Roll will then deliver as many sheets as 
desired.
